Mr. Boniface presented Solicitation No. 15-244; Repair and Resurfacing of Deadora 
Road, etc; Competitive Sealed Bid 
 
Mr. Whittie made a motion to approve the recommendation, seconded by Mr. Slutzky. 
 
Mr. Tim Dorbit from the Department of Public Works, Highways and Stormwater 
Management said this contract was for the repair and resurfacing of about 54 residential 
roads throughout Harford County.  
 
The Department of Public Works, Highways and Stormwater Management recommends 
award in the amount of $1,855,000.00 to Allan Myers MD, Inc. of Fallston, MD in 
accordance with Section 41-25 of the Harford County Code.

Mr. Boniface presented Solicitation No. 16-045; Intergovernmental Agreement for Solid 
Waste Management Services

Mr. Billy Boniface said that Maryland Environmental Service (MES) shall provide all 
labor and materials to operate environmental, solid waster management and recycling 
programs as the Harford Waste Disposal Center (HWDC) and the Tollgate yard trim 
site, and post closure operations and monitoring services at the following closed 
landfills:  Scarboro, Tollgate, Bush Valley, Spencer’s, Madonna, Abingdon, Mullins and 
Perryman. Term is August 31, 2015 through June 30, 2016.  
 
The Department of Public Works, Environmental Service recommends award in the 
amount no to exceed $4,700,000.00 to Maryland Environmental Service of Millersville, 
Maryland in accordance with Section 41-25 of the Harford County Code.  
 
The motion was approved in a roll call vote.
